boarded from shore, found her hard 
and fast in the ice, but still tight and 
worthy, a craft to their taste, a valu­ 
able property to which they must 
cling, no matter what came of it. 
It 
cost them dear; the ice would not 
loosen Its grip on the schooner—nor 
would the fishermen. They might from 
time to time have escaped ashore; it 
would have been the part of wisdom, 
perhaps, and certainly the part of cau­ 
tion. to do so; but rather than abandon 
their salvage these two cheerfully 
reckless fellows stuck to the ship for 
the rest of that bitter winter. 
When 
navigation opened in the spring of the 
year, the first mail steamer sighted the 
craft, still fast in the ice and manned 
by two gaunt skeletons. 
They had 
subsisted through the winter on one 
barrel of flour and some frozen herr­ 
ing.

In Pioneer Day* In Missouri Every Di­ 
vine Carried a Gun With Him 
to Church. 


Nearly every pioneer preacher 
In 
Missouri was as expert in the use of 
the rifle as any of the laymen, says a 
writer in the Globe-Democrat. 
Serv­ 
ices were usually held in a 
neigh­ 
bor’s cabin. 
Notice of a “m eeting” 
was promptly and generally 
circu­ 
lated, and the settlers attended, uni­ 
formly bringing their rifles to guard 
against possible surprises or to 
ob­ 
tain game on the way to or from the 
service. 
T h e .practice of carrying firearms 
was not abandoned or suspended even 
on the Sabbath. 
An old pioneer states 
that on one occasion 
religious serv­ 
ices were held in Saline county when 
the preacher proclaimed the gospel of 
peace with his hand and his clothing 
covered with blood from a deer that 
be had killed and butchered on bis 
way to the meeting that morning. 
The pioneer preachers labored with­ 
out money and without 
price. 
They 
gained their subsistence as did their 
neighbors, by the rifle and by their 
daily toil in the clearings 
and 
the 
corn fields 
Rev. Justinian W illiams, Methodist, 
and Rev. Peyton Nowlin and 
Rev. 
Thomas 
Kinney, 
Baptists, 
were the 
first preachers in Saline county. They 
preached on Edmonson’s Creek, and 
in the Big Bottom. 
“Old Man Now­ 
lin.” as lie was called, wag a sedate 
gentleman, dry as to manners and ser­ 
mons, but with a kind heart and good 
intention. 
His colleague. Kinney, how ever, was 
a jovial disposition and very pop­ 
la r . 
He was without literary 
at- 
aiuments. but invariably provoked bis 
•ongrogation 
to 
laughter. 
Nowlin 
ooh him to task upon one occasion 
or his levity. 
Kinney answered: 
“Well, I’d rath er preach to laughing 
evils than to sleepy ones, as you do. 
'’ou make them sleep and I make 
hem laugh. 
My congregation 
will 
..ss yours on the road to heaven. 
I 
bet you a coonskin they will.”
